Middletown Township has been 
seeking to have Newportville Road 
widened to four lanes from Five 
Points to Route 413. Last Febru­ 
ary Bristol Township asked the 
state to make the road a four- 
lane artery from Fallsington to 
Newportville. 


It has been reliably learned that 
the State Highway Department 
feels that a two-lane road will be 
sufficient for the time being. Ad­ 
ditional lanes would be added by 
the state when the need arises. 


Cost of constructing the two- 
lane highway, from Five Points to 
Newportville, is expected to be 
about $700,000. It is understood 
that the state is considering only 
the stretch from Five Points to 
Newportville at the present time. 


Fight Over Costs 


Another $445,000 will be spent 
by the state to replace the New­ 
portville bridge.

East Germany

BERLIN (UPI) — Communist 
East Germany warned the Unit­ 
ed States today against any fur­ 
ther helicopter flights over East 
Berlin.
